his present site to the Ivy Room 
and will give the ageney, about 
20,000 additional square. feet. 

He presently occupies 27,500 
square feet and will increase that 
by 85 per cent to 47,500 square 
feet. He estimates the program, 
will cost $225,000. 

The Solano and Adams. corner 
will be a modern storage area 
for new cars, Woulfe said. ‘In 
addition, the present building will 
have a new front, offices will be 
torn out and the shop and repair 
department will be enlarged. 
Plans call for new offices and 
showrooms to the south of the 
present quarters with mutch ad- 
ditional area for customer park- 
ing and access through the rear 
to the former city-owned prop- 
erty. 

“This will not be just another 
car lot,’’ Woulfe said. “We'll do 
a first class job with -blacktop- 
ping, lighting and fencing, It 
will be attractive.’’
